PARIS, Nov. 80,—Of the six new plays this 
week the one produced at the Théater An-

England Seizes h Novels. 

The wholesale seizures effected during 
last six weeks by the British customs ofi- 
cers at New Haven and Dover of French 
novels exported across the channel has in- 
duced the three leading publishing houses 
in Paris to seek a remedy by urging inter- 
vention through the Ministry of Foreign Af- 


Investigation shows that since October 
over 40,000 French books have been detained 
at the British customs house. Among the 
works so seized may be mentioned ‘** Le Cre- 
puscle,” by Georges Ohnet; a series of Guy 
de Maupassant’s “Contes de la Because,” 
published-by Ollendorff; two novels by Oc- 
tave Mirbeay, published by Fasquelle; sto- 
ries and anecdotes by Richard.O: Monroy 
and by an author whose nom de plume is 
Maliffe, issued by Jeven and by Calmann 
Levy... 
These publishing houses are all of the’ 
highest repute and standing. 

The arbitrary seizure of such a k, for 
puscle 
seems inexplicable; nevertheless, the seizure 
on moral grounds of some of the other books, | 
the titles of which I have purposely avoided 
mentioning, would elicit the hearty approval 
of any !mpartial, clean-minded Anglo-Saxon 
observer. 

Since the appearance in Paris last Decem- 
ber of vulgar and indecent caricatures of 
King Edward, and owing to the enormous 
demand for these and for other filthy pub- 
lications in behalf ef certain booksellers in 
Leicester Square the British customs au- 
thorities have received orders to execute 
with the utmost stringency the regulations 
applicable to the séizure of French books. 
The result ts that nearly all consignments 
of French books are examined and, in doubt- 
ful cases, held for periods of a week or ten 
days for the decision of the inspectors. 

In regard to Maupassant’s works, it is 
spicily llustrated covers rather than text 
that brought them under the ban, but now

COMMERCIAL _EDUCATION. | 
Commercial education is the most im- 
portant innovation in university training 
that has been made within many years. 
The first serious proposal to include such - 
work in the course of study was made less 
‘than ten years ago in the Senate of the 
University of Chicago by Professor Laugh- 
lm, but the idea commended itself so warm- 
ly to educators that schools of commerce 
have already been established in the Uni- 
versities of Oalifornia, Wisconsin, : Michi- 
gan, and Pennsylvania, in Ohio State ana 
New York Universities, and in Dartmouth 
College: Some of these institutions now 
offer more élaborate programs than Chica- 
go, where the movement had its origin, 
and it is highly probably that a considerab‘e 
number of other universities—Columbia 
among them—will soon follow the precedent /| 
and make full provision for instruction of 
this nature. . 
The new movement has thus attained. in, 
its first decade dimensions that make it’a - 
matter of much interest not only to aca- 
emyc men but also to the increasing num- 

r of American parents who desire to give 
their children college educations. But de- 
spite the favor with which they have been 
received, commercial courses cannot yet be 
regarded as entirely past the experimental! 
stage, and it is not annatural that many per- 
sons should still distrust them. Of these 
doubting spirits there seem to be two 
classes—one of men in whom the conserva- 
tive traditions of academic life are so strong 
that any change in the curriculum seems to 
them to threaten a lowering of the sfand- | 
ard of college work; the other of practical 
men who think it impossible to teach busi- 
ness in any school. To both these classes 
the statement made by Professor Laughlin 
regarding the aime and methods of “ The 
New Education” a. fortnight ago should 
prove of great interest. 

As against the view that courses on com- 
merce will prove of less educational ad- 
vantage thap the traditional work on the 
classics, Professor Laughlin urged that the 
primary end of all college training is to 
teach students to think for themselves, and 
that this end can in large degree be attained 
by the use of one subject-matter quite as 
well as by another, provided both are treat-. 
ed in a rigidly scientific manner. He point- 
ed out that similar objections were made 


and political science were gradually win- 
ning their way into the curricula of Amer- 
ican colleges, but that these subjects have 
so abundantly justified their right to in-'| 
‘clusion that no opposition is made to them 
nowadays. In the same way he confidently 
anticipates that the distrust of courses on 
commerce and administration will gradu- 
ally yield when time has been gifen for 
them to be known by their fruits. 

The second class of objections—that busi- 
ness cannot be taught in schools—rests 
primarily om a misapprehension of what 
is intended. Of course, no one fancies that 
a boy can*learn banking, railroading, or 
journalism by any other means than prac- 
tical experience. But that is not the real 
point. The important question is whether 
a boy will make a better banker, for ex- 
ample, with business experience: alone or 
‘with business experience plus a careful 
preliminary study of the principles of money, 
credit, and finance, and of the banking sys- 
‘tems of his own and other countries. There 
are probably few men so intensely “ prac- 
tical” that they can see no utility in this 
training as a preliminary to practical ex- 
perience. Opposition from this side is, 
therefore, likely to be as sent as op- 
position from the other, when men grasp 
the idea that the work of the colleges of 
commerce is offered not as a substitute for 
experience but as a preparation for it. 

Confidence in the practical usefulness of 
the work is likely to be increased by the 
fact that the instruction is not left entirely 
in the hands of men of purely academic 
training. Professor Laughlin himself 
served for a time as secretary and Presi- 
dent of a Philadelphia fire insurance com- 
pany. This autumn the University of Chi- 
cago organized a course of open lectures in 
which seventeen of the city’s most suc- 
cessful busimess-men have agreed to take 
part. It/is interesting to note asin some 


lege training of any kind that five of these 
men have bachelor degrees, one is a doctor 
of philosophy, and one a doctor of laws. 

There remains one important reason for 
organizing schools of commerce upon which 
Professor Laughlin dwelt with emphasis. 
In a democratic country the universities 
ought to provide so far as possible for the 
needs of all classes of students. There is 
at present a strong inclination in young 
‘men to prefer business pursuits of some kind 
to the learned professions or scientific work. 
Young men with such inclinations find in 
the courses of the old-type college little that 
appeals especially to them. As a conse 
qience* many highly capable youths stop 
attending school on receiving their high 
school diplomas. If the universities desire 
to help such young men and to get for them- 
selves, the stimulus which an energetic stu- 
dent body always gives they must provide 
an opportunity to study the things in which 
this clase is interested. 

The establishment of schools of commerce 
in quick succession in so many universities, 
therefore, ought not to be regarded as a 
mere educational “fad.” Qvuite the con- 
trary, it ought to be viewed as a sensible 
adaptation of our educational system to.the 
needs of American youths,

KEEP THE POLICE UP TO THEIR WORK 

The Chief of Police says that bis working 
force is too much weakened by special de 
tails of policemen for duty at dance hails, 
theaters, and other places. This practice 
endangers the public safety in his opinion. 
Out of twenty-four patrolmen on duty in 
a district of more than 100,000 population 
‘fourteen were busied the other evening in 
watching the behavior of a small fraction 
of that population congregated in fourteen 
dance halls and other places of amusement, 
while only ten were out on the streets, look- 
ing after burglars and footpads. 

It is quite likely that there would have 
been fights at some of these places if : 
-men had not been in attendance, but this can- 
not be true of ali of them. In view of the 
small size of the force and the activity of 
thieves and holdup men, these special de- 
have been in the past. The matter is one 
charge of police districts. 

But it seems that patrol men who are sup- | 
posed to be out on the streets on duty are 
not always,.there. The Chief of Police | 
has just suspended for thirty days two men 
who spent a good part of Thanksgiving 
evening gambling in @ saloon when they 
should have been walking beat. The pun- 
ishment inflicted by Chief O'Neill for this 
glaring breach of duty may seem to hima 
severe one. In reality it isnot. Dismissal 
would be the only adequate punishment. 
‘Men: who will leave their beats unprotected 
for an hour or two while they are gambling 
in a saloon are not and never will be fit to be | 
on the force. 

The fact that there is so much groand 
to cover and a limited number of men to 
cover it should make the Chief of Police 
all the more strict with his men. He can- 
not afford to let one of them neglect his. 
work. Rules must. be enforced with spe- 
cial rigor. At this time, when there are 
so many “criminals actively at work, Chi- 
cagoans have a right to insist that there 
be on the police force no men who are not 
at all times discharging their duties faith- 
fully and zealously..

THE LOCOMOTIVE WHISTLE. 

A consular report of the tests made of two 
American locomotives in use on a Bavarian 
railway says that they are found satisfac- 
tory in every respect but one. They whistle 
after a fashion which sounds “ ynearthly ” 
to musical German ears. They screech in 
the way familiar to all who live near Amer- 
ican roads instead of letting out gentle mur- 
murs as foreign-built engines do when they 
wish to attract attention. : 

It is not strange that there should be such 
a difference in whistles. In the United 
States innumerable country roads cross the 
railways at grade. Men and live stock tres- 
pass on the.tracks, while they do not abroad. 
It is necessary to have some device. ‘to warn 
human~pbeings and cattle that they are in 
danger. No better device than the ear- 
piercing whistle has been discovered. In the 
early days of Amefican railroading the signs 
at road crossings read “look out for the 
locomotive when the bell rings.” It was 
soon. discovered that the rattling of wheels 
often kept a driver from hearing the soft 
sound of a bell, and the whistle, whose shril] 
sound pierces Greeeh everything, was sub- 
stituted for it. 

It will be an easy matter for American 
locomotive builders to put on the engines 
which they send abroad the toy whistles to 
which foreigners are accustomed and which 
answer there all the purposes of a whistle.

THE “OHEAP”: THEATER 

Night before last at the Chicago Commons } 
tere was a meeting for the discussion of 
social work with boys. The temptations | 
to which boys are exposed were enumerated 
and were found to make a list of astonishing 
length. Among them special attention was 
called to “ penny arcades and cheap thea- 
ters.” These places of amusement were 
denounced thoroughly and, as it seems, with- 
out much discrimination. For the penny 
arcades, of course, little can be said. The 
entertainment they offer is seldom edifying, 
although it may be remarked that one of the 
most popular down-town places has kept 
an automatic pipe organ turning out church 
music until, like Falstaff, though it has been 
in bad company, it has completely lost its 
voice “hallooing of anthems.” In general, 
however, the penny arcades may be justly 
eonsidered improper and debasing. There 
would be little complaint if the City Council 
should tax them out of existence. 

With the cheap theater the case is differ- 
ent. There is.a great deal of talk about 
such places which is altogether beside the 
point. ‘The cheap theater has been attacked 

‘so violently and so persistently that people 
have come to believe that because a theater 
is “cheap” it is also “tough.” Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. Wjth the 
exception of a few notorious houses, for 
which no defense can be made, the theaters 
where the price of admission averages 15 
cents give their patrons as much morat in- 
struction as can be bought for a dollar in 
many other theaters—if not more. 

Where was “Zaza’ produced? And 
“Saphe”? And “The Second Mrs. Tan- 
queray "? And the whole series, now hap- 
pily .drawing to an end, of plays that called 
themselves problem ‘studies? Meanwhile 
the poor were still going to see the standard 
melodrama, where right was right and 
wrong was wrong, where there wére no mor- 
al quibbles, where the heroine was of as 
‘spotiess a moral character as the lady in 
Comus and the villain a person of unequivo- 
eal and irreproachable turpitude, where a 
moral sentiment on the stage called forth 
thunders of applause from the house, and 
where, before the curtain fell, vice was com- 
pletely discomfited and virtue given a happy 
issue out of all her afflictions. 

This is the kind of play that the cheap 
house continually presents. Its fault is 
crudity not immorality.

He can only 
approach perfection more or less by concentrating the efforts of his life 
upon that aim. I believe in a continuance of life after death, but onty in 
the sense of a continuing approach to perfection.

the gates of Franklin Field, saw West Point 
defeat Annapolis thie afternoon by the score. 
of 11 to 6. . 
party entened the gteat amphitheater untid 
half an hour after the timekeeper had blowm | 
his whistle announcing the cessation of hds- 
tilities there was a most continuous uproar. 
Even the President and several members of. 
his Cabinet, worked up to a nervous pitch 
by the excitement, heft their seats in the pri-: 
vate box which had been set apart for their 
occupation and took positions on the side 
line benches, usually occupied by the sub-/ 
stitute players and coaches. 

The day broke cloudy and threatening, but 
just about the time the Presidential train, 
pulled inta South Street Station the sun 
broke through the clouds as though.to wel- 
come the distinguished guests. The train 
reached South Street Station a few minutes 
after 1 o'clock. Lunch was gerved in the pri- 
vate dining car, andthe party at 1:45 started 
or Franklin Field, whichis but a few yards. 
the station. Two lines of policemen had 
‘wn up on the sidewalk, and the 
President bis party marched téthe en- 
trance of the grounds guarded by Philadel 
phia’s * finest.” 

Detectives with President. 


All the members of the party entered the 
grounds at the eastern entrance. First came 
the President, with Provost Harrison of the 
University of Pennsylvania on his right and 
Lieutenant Commander Cowles on his left. 
They were followed closely by half a dozen. 
Philadelphia detectives, Chief Wilkie, and 
several other secret service men selected for 
the occasion; Becretary Long, Secretary 
Root, Postmaster General Smith, Secretaries: . 
Cortelyou and Leeb, and many army and 
navy officers. Admiral Dewey meanwhile 
slippedinto the grounds almost unnoticed and 
took a seat in the navy stand, 

The President's appearance was the signal 
for a tremendous outburst of applause, which 
continued until he had walked down the 
center of the gridiron and across the 
to his seat in the nerth stand. The Presi- 
dent’s silk hat was on his head scarcely five 
seconds from the time he entered the grounds 
until he had taken his seat, so continuous 
the demonstration. 

Hardly had the President and party taken. 
their seats before the navy team came upom 
the field from the west entrance. The fol+ 
lowers of the Annapolis eleven made the 
stands shake with their cheers and blue and 
orange flags seemed to be floating from ali 
sections of the field. Six minutes later the 
West Point lads trotted out, and then the 
black, orange ang gray of the army was ~~ 
waved deliriously from the big south stand, 

No time was consumed in formalities. The 
coin was tossed and Captain Nichols of the 
navy called the turn correctly. He choose 
the west goal with a slight advantage of the 
wind, and at 2:15 o’clock Graves had kicked.

When Casad broke through the 
navy’s line and ran sixty-five yards the Pres- 
ident jumped to his feet excitedly and ad- 
vanced toward the gridiron, but returned to 
his seat a moment later when the ball wae 
put in play egain. 

At the end of the first half Root 
and General Miles came across the fleld to 
escort the President to the army’s stand... 
Wit® a secretary and a detective on his right 
and Secretary Cortelyou, Lieutenant Com- 
mander Wainwright, and Secretary Root on 
his left, President Roosevelt walked across: 
to the south stand and again occupied a seat 
on the side line. When the two teams re- 
sumed play at 8:28 and Daly of the army 
tearn made his great run of 105 yards for a4 
touchdown President Roosevelt jumped to 
his feet with an expression of surprise on 
his face, and, like thousands of other spec- 
tators, could scarcely realize how Daly could 
make such a phenomenal run through an en- 
tire field. 

The keenest interest was manifested by all 
the distinguished spectators, and not one 
made a move to leave the field until the 
game was ended. The Presideritial party 
left the grounds at 4:30 and went immediate- 
ly to the South street station siding, where 
the special train was in waiting. It was pre- 
cisely 5 o'clock when the train pulled out for 
Washington. President Roosevelt stood on . 
the rear platform with bared head and 
smiled his acknowledgments to the cheer- 
ing thousands.

Tame Birds Lure to Death. 


Here at New Orleans the killing of birds 
is something awful. I have been up the river 
@ little above Carrollton and found a colony 
of men who make a living trabpiag birds. 

They have headquarters in a bayou some dis- 


_tanee away where they have a shanty-boat. 


They come down to New Orleans in parties 
to market the catch Mocking birds are 
common here, also red birds and tanagers 
and a kind ef bird I do eb: know, but which 
is called ‘ nonpareil’ or ‘ pop.’ 

“The men take double cages, in one side 
of which is a tame mocking bird, and hang 
them in the woods. -The empty side of the 


_eage is open. The mocking bird sings and 
. thé wild.birds gather about it and enter the 
_ open part of the cage, and the door is at once 


released and springs shut. The trapper then 
takes the captured bird out of the trap and 
puts him in a small cage with others caught 
in the same way. 

“The struggles: of these captives, which 
I have witnessed, are pitiful in the extreme. 
Terrified by the strange situation ih which 
they find themselves, the songsters, which 
have always been free, dash 
again and again at the bars. 


“In this way many are killed by breaking 7 
thelr necks, “Others tear thefr fles on the 


bars and die. Some seem to die of grief or 
fright. The cages are kept dark in order 
that fhe imprisoned birds may not bé tempted 
to seek freedom, but in spite of that a-large 
percentage die before there are enough 
caught to make a trip to the city profitable. 

‘* At last the cages containing the birds are 


put in a skiff. There may be a hundred in- 


digo birds and an equal number of mockers, 
frightened, helpless, bruised, to be carried 
down. The men who are to take them cover 
the cage up carefully with canvas to exclude 
the light and keep the birds quiet, but many 


. 


are certain to dié on the way. When New 
Orleans is reached the birds oat survive 
are sold for 20 cents each. 

““ Up’ in ‘Mississippi,* on the: Yusos River,

society Louisiana has passed @ law interfer- 
ing with this sale and forbidding the killing 
of ‘birds for ornamental purposes. 

A dealer in Morgan City—a city on Grand. 
La which shares with New Orleans the 
trade of the bayous—was caught with 10,000 
of these skins which he could not dispose of 
on account of the new law and he therefore 
refused to take more from the hunters.

In the rice plantations, which abound on the ; 


Louisiana coast’ of the Mississipp! River, 


millions of birds are killed by negro boysand 
men. In every field @ boy is stationed with 
instructions to shoet every bird that lights. 
It is the firm conviction of many, ever of 
the better classes, that birds which are known 
to, scientists only as insect eaters, eat rice 
and destroy grain. So the boys, told to ill 
“rice birds,” shoot everything that comes 
their way. What is really known as a rice 
bird in Louisiana is not the bobolink which 
bears that name in the Carolinas, but fs 
either the same as or similar to the redwing 
blackbird of the Northern States, But the 
slaughter is not restricted to this. 

“All bu’ds what lights down on de rice 
land is rice bu’ds,” declared .« pickaninny 
when taken to task for destroying song~ 
asters. 

“Is there good shooting hereabouts?” 
asked a sportsman from the North, at a 
little station on the gulf coast, between New 
Orleans and Mobile.

impersonates the Count D’Orsay, one of the 
invincible beaux and dandies of his time, and 
while theatrical dress of men never has had 


youth he entered the French army and served 
as a guarde du corps of Louis XVIII. 

While stationed at Valence he made the ac- 
quaintance of the Ear! of Biessington, and in 
1822 he accompanied the Earl and his family 
in a tour of Italy. He met Lord Byron at 
Genoa, and D’Orsay’s diary of a visit to Lon- 
don in 1821-’2 was much praised by the poet 
for its keenness and knowledge of men and 
manners, D’Orsay was married to Lady 
Harriet Gardiner, 15-year-old daughter of 
Lord Blessington by his first wife, but they 


were soon separated. When Lord Blessing- 
ton died in 1829 D’Orsay and the widowed 
Countess returned to London, where their 
house became the center of the fashionable 
literary and artistic London. Prince Louis 
Napoleon was a frequent visitor at Gore 
House, and in 1849, when bankrupt, D’Orsay 
and the Countess went to Paris, where thé 
Countess died inside of a few weeks. D’Orsay 
himself died on Aug. 4, 1852, only a few days 
after his appointment to the post of director 
of arts. ¥

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HAT the Andaman Islanders 
are the lowest human beings 
in existence is asserted by Dr. 
Ww. Cc. Abbott, who has just 
returned from a year’s inves- 
tigation of the savages. The 
explorer was sent upon the 
quest by the Smithsonian in- 
stitution, which regarded it of the greatest 
importance that exact data be secured re- 
garding this race, whose baseness makes 
them of surpassing anthropological interest. 
Dr. Abbott's investigation was most thor- 
@ugh, as is attested by the 200 bales of speci- 
mens that have just arrived in Washington. 
They contain arms, anh articles of dress, 


canoes, animal skins)\and other things too 
Bumerous for mention. | 
“The Andaman Isles, like the ‘heart of cen- 
tral Africa, innermost Asia, and the north 
and south polar regions, constitfite a portion 
of the globe about which little is known, and 
until the arrival of these specimens the Brit- 
ish Museum was the only institution that 
possessed a skeleton and weapons of the 
strange inhabitants of these islands. Dr. 
Abbott went to the islands, which are in the 
Bay of Bengal, about a year ago and has 
since lived with the natives, one of the 
etrangest, as well us the lowest, races on 

The Andaman islanders are known as 
“ Mincopies,"’ and the tallest seldom if ever 
_ yeaches four feet eight inches, four feet and 
under being the standard. They are dwarf 
Regritos, allied or related to the Aetas of 
the Philippines, and in color are intensely 
Diack, @imost bluish. Their hair, or rather 


ool, grows in small tufts er spirals that’ 


ible sO many peppercorns. 
2m Abbott is the third white man to visit 
and live among the Mincopies. Dr. Muatt, 
who was the first white’man to visit these is- 


larids, reached there in 1856. He found the 
Mincopies ignorant of fire and with no more 
conception of a supreme being than so many 
cats. In this the Andaman Islanders dif- 
fer from all other races, for the same fu» 
was substantiated by E. H. Mau, who visited 
the islands in 1878, and also by Dr. Abbott. 
They are one of the races of man without a 
god. 

In most books the Australian aborigines 
are set down as the lowest beings, In point 
of intelligence, in the human scale, but tits 
does them an injustice. The Australian re- 
groes efitertained ideas of ghostly beings, 
understood the use of fire, and were able to 
make stone implements when discovered, 
whereas the Mincopies, to quote Dr. Muatt, 
were ‘‘ destitute even of folk lore.’”” Mr. 
Mau, who examined them later, found that, 


like the apes, they were continually wander- 


ing from place to place, ‘* seldom, if ever, re- 


maining longer than two days in one spot.” — 


In his’ work on the Mincopies he gives a 
picture of a number of them sleeping in a 
squatting position, huddled together and em- 
bracing each other like so many monkeys 
on the limb of a tree. , 

Owing to the fact that the Mincopy is 
constantly shifting about, the British gov- 
ernment has found it impossible to take a 
census of the islands. . 


Skulls Like Missing Link. 


It is also a noteworthy fact that the skulls 
of Mincopies received by the Smithsonian 
Institution bear a striking resemblance to 
that of the Pithecanthropus erectus,”’ the 
curious ape-man, remains of which were 
dug out of sandstone of tertiary age on the 
Island of Java, which, according to geolo- 
gists, formed, with the Andaman Isles not 
far distant, a part of the old contihent of 
Leemuria, which is now sunk beneath the 
bed of the Indian Ocean and Bay of Bengal.

the Dead Upright. 


- When a Mincopy dies the relatives inter the 
body in an upright position, and with no more 
signs of grief than if they were burying a log 
eof wood. After the body has been buried for 
thirty years the relatives assemble at the 
grave and the skeleton fs disinterred. A 
scramble ensues among the relatives to se- 
cure portions of the skeleton, and after all 


have secured some part they exhibit emo- 


tions of the liveliest grief over the decease 
of the one whose remains they have just 
brought to light. They indulge in howls, 
yells, and wailing, and after this is over they 
go their way to decorate whatever they have 
secured in the scramble and which they wear 
as a sort of good luck charm. 


In the collections sent in by Dr. Abbott 


there is a skull, painted over with red ocher. 
Over this red ocher a lozenge pattern has 
been executed in white clay lengthwise of the 
skull, which latter is attached to the end of 
a belt made of cloth or netting, woven from 
fibers secured from the leaves and bark of 
certain trees. Attached to the skull and also

to the belt are long strings of dentalfum » 


shells, which the Mincopies pick up along the 


beach; and,thus finished, the skull of a de- 


ceased relative is worn by his widow, aunt, 
cousin, son, daughter, or what not, either 
around the neck or slung carelessly over the 
shoulder.

Learn Use of Fire. 


Before the arrival of white men the Min- 
copies manufactured arrows out of wood, 
with the points hardened in the fire.

obtain from passing ships, into spear and 
arrow heads.

The Mincopies go about perfectly nude, 


with the exception of the unmarried females, 
who wear a sash or girdle of plaited rushes, 


appended to which is an apron consisting of 
strips of mimosa and pandanus leaves that 
have the property of remaining soft and 
. flexible for a long time. 

Dr. Muatt states that the Mincopies have 
no shelter other than a rude shack, consist- 
ing of four yPright posts of wood planted in 
the ground.and covered with brush and 


leaves. The Mincopies are, on the other 


hand, expert canoe makers, turning out ex- 
cellent little dugouts, with outriggers, in 
which they navigate the seas surrounding 
their islands in qu&t of fish. | 


Learn and Forget Quickly. 


Mr. Mau undertook to teach and improve 
the Mincopies ang opened a school on the 
Island of Greater Andaman for that pur- 
pose. He found that the youngsters were 
much brighter and learned with greater 
rapidity than English children of the same 


age, but that as soon as they reached ma- 


ture age they deserted and ran away to the 
woods, to forget in two days all that they 
had learned in several years: . 

Both he and Dr. Muatt, especially the lat- 


chain,

Dr. Abbott is to leave the Andamans for 
a trip through the Malay Peninsula, and will 
not reach Washington for a year, perhaps.

Resemble Luzon Ni 


The Andaman Isles Ne sonfe 200 miles or 
more north of the Nicobar Isles, the two 
groups forming the northern tefmination of 
what Was at one time the great mountain 
ridge, or backbone of the sunken 
continent of Lemuria; the continuation of 
this prehistoric highland being the Islands 
of Java, Sumatra, Borneo, Celebes, the Phil- 
ippines, New Guinea, Australia, Tasmania. 


and New Zealand. Although separated by 


a short stretch of sea, the people of the Nic- 
obar Isles area race altogether different from 
the Mincoples. They belong to the great 
Malay race and, though of rather short stat- 
ure, they are tall men as compared with their 
neighbors tothe north. The Nicobarese have 
perfectly straight hair, brown or light yel- 
low complexions, high ch bones, and ob- 
lique eyes differing but slightly from 
the Tagals of Luzon.

Mincopies’ Racial Traits.

There are several points, however, in whicht 
the Mincopies differ from the true negroes, 
and also the African dwarfs, Their features 
are much more regular and there is a marked 
absence of the dish-faced, thick-lipped prog 
nathism so common among negroes. They 
are also devoid of the strong odor of th@ 
African negroes. 

Another peculiarity is that they donot itt 
termingle readily with other races. The besé, 
authorities cannot call to mind having ever 
seen any mixcd bloods among them, 

All who have visited the Andamans have 
a good word for the Mincopies. They are 
willing to confess that they are so low im 
the scale of humanity as to resemble the 
apes, almost; that they are the most hopeless 
savages on earth, ete. yet, with all this, 


there is something so grotesque, amusing, . 


and ridiculous in these little round and bald 
headed savages; something so pleasing ang 
childlike in their actions and manners, that 
one-cannot heip but form. a fondness an@ 
friendliness for them. | :

Regular classes are held every day through- 
out the week, from 9 until 2. But that is not 
all. The enthusiasm of the scholars waxed 
so warm that volunteer classes of both boys 
and girls are held every day after school 
hours, with a regular attendance gratifying 
to the teachers. 

Any one can see with what restraint ex- 
uberance of energy is held in check. The 
classes are enjoyed so heartily, once in 
awhile the spirit of fun will bubble over the 
proper bounds, but even then orderliness 
prevalls and under ho circumstances do the 
pupils become rough or unmanageable. 

After considerable controversy on the sub- 
ject the German system of gymnastics has 
been accepted as the most suitable to public 
school purposes. It differs from the Swedish 
system in that it Is planned for classes rather 
than for iftdividuals. In accordance with the 
system that is generally adopted the material 
for gymnastic exercises is divided into five 
parts. Free exercise, tactics,exercise with 
apparatus, exercise on apparatus, ahd com- 
panton exercises or games. : | 

Delsartean exercises are included in the 
system under the name of “ educational ex- 

ercise.” In these. calestheniics the pupils are 


obliged to think of the motioss as well as the 
time and rhythm. 

Professor C. A. Corbelll of the Hyde Park 
High School, in explaining the system, says: 
“It is the purpose of the teacher to include 
every kind of exercise in each lesson.’’ 

The class begins with marches, single, dou- 
ble, and in figures. Sometimes before class 
foot races are run around the gallery, the 
Smaller boys being warned against makinx 
too many laps. Then follow the other exer- 
cises in regular order. First dumb bells or 
clubs always before the apparatus and 
Sames. Perfect time is kept. The discipline 
is almost military and the keen edge of the 
ardor is wisely taken off.” Otherwise cne 
might expect to see the boys and girls go up 
through the ceiling in the vehemence of their 
neryaus energy and hilarity over the more 
exciting feats.

Equipment of Gymnasiums. 


The whole ceiling of the gymnasium is as 


’ complicated as the rigging of a ship. A 
perfect fringe of ropes is hanging from it. 


There are rings en ropes, in pairs and rows, 


single ropes, rope ladders, suspended vertical 
wooden ladders, imclined ladders, swinging 
vertical poles, stationary poles, and slanting 
poles. The walls at the sides of the gym- 
nasium are lined with wood and iron wands, 
wood and iron dumbbells, Indian clubs, rings, 
and poles of various lengths. A platform 
running around the room holds such adjust- 
abie apparatus as the side and long horses 
and the accompanying mattresses, the bucks, 
balancing boards, jumping and vaulting 
poles, weights and pulleys. horizontal bars, 
parallel bars, etc., while the floor space is 
left clear for the successive exercises. 

Mixed classes are not allowed, though little 
distinction is made in the exercises for boys 
and girls. A little more time is given’ to 
feats of strength for the lads and grace for 
the lasses, but the general outline of classes 
for both is the same, the boys, it is claimed, 
having no advantage over the girls. 

“Most of the scholars,” says Professor 
Corbelli, “are handicapped m 4@ certain 
measure. The boys have an obstacle in their 
heavy soled shoes, and the girls are hindered 
in their movemerts, some by high heels and 
some by snug corsets or tight sleeves. They 
all know on what days their classes take 
place,.and if they would but wear common 
sense shoes and loose blouses on those days 
they would increase both comfort and im- 
provement. If the importance of appropriate 


exercise were realized by their parents they 
themselves would insist upon the proper 
clothing being worn. The strength of fis 
women is of paramount importance to every 
nation:’”’ 


In the Volunteer Classes. 


The difficulty in point of clothing is ob- 
viated in the volunteer classes, where regular 
costumes for both boys and girls are used. 
The boys wear linen trousers strapped un- 
der the foot, tennis shoes, and woven shirts, 
with or without sleeves. What a chance for 
the proud display of muscles. No exercise 
is. too rigorous for the boys. They climb 
up the under side of ladders; scale poles, 
slide down ropes, jump, with their legs at 
right angles from their bodies, through imag- 
inary windows, vault over high poles, stand 
upside down im files, and are impishly defiant 
of the laws of gravitation. 

The girls, on the other hand, consider the 
“I” and the “me” with greater respect, 
and their minds are carefully guardful 
of their bodies. Nevertheless, they have 
much courage, and while prudent enough 
they quite come up to the expectations of 
the teachers. 

The girls’ costumes for volunteer days are 
without skirts. They consist of sailor walets, 
bloomers, plain hose, and horse hide or tennis 
shoes. Every pupil is provided with a locker.

“As a 
rule, they belong to families above the middle 
classes, which questionable fortune has pre- 
cluded them from even such primary physical 
training as they would have derived from 
assisting In ordinary housework, sweeping. 
making feds, and so on. They never cry if 
they happen to hurt themselves, 4s might be 
expected of spoilt girls, and they take as 
healthy a pleasure in their work as do the 
boys.”” :

NoW on the Burlington road he 
must pass a physical examination that will 


make him a likely risk in the benefits of that

Drug Clerks’ Curriculam. 


‘Time was when the country physician could 
step behind a prescription case and handle 
subtle poisons in preparing the remedy that 
he had prescribed. He cannot do it now. 
The time was also when the boy who at 10 
years old, with education neglected, and who 
had begun by washing bottles, could rise to 
the dignity and profit of filling a prescription. 
But the possibility is lostto him now in 
Illinois, 

The drug store apprentice of today must 
have had a high school education before he 


may matriculate in a school of pharmacy. , 


When he has passed that school and has 
had three years’ practical experience behind 
a drug counter, he may taken an examination 
for recognition as fin assistant pharmacist. 
But before he is eligible for examination as 
a full registered pharmacist he must have 
had his five years’ practical drug store ex- 
perience, and this experience must have left 
him knowledge to satisfy the State's board 
of examiners as to his proficiency. | 
Once it was more or less common for 


@ruggist to mistake morphine for quining, 
or to substitute some other poison for a 
harmless drug. Now, if the pharmacist even 
were not sure, he could not make the mis- 
take in a first-class drug store for the rea- 


son that all poisons are kept in a locked __

In order that you may follow the tale, I 
must explain beforehand some things that 
you are not supposed to have full knowledge 
of.

But if you 
stood on the river bank and asked a walking 
bess questions, this is what he would tell you 
if you were respectful and he had time to 
spare: | 

A “ drive ” of logs, if you wish to know, is 
@ number of logs, loose or inclosed by boom- 
sticks, chained together, floating or being 
towed or warped down lakes and rivers from 
the forest where they have been cut in the 
winter to the sawmills. The drive is brought 
down in spring and early summer, when the 
water is high, and the sole business of the 
men called drivers, who accompany the drive, 
is to keep these logs floating with the current 
When they are in rivers or creeks and to 
Warp or tow oe when they are in lakes. 
The warping and towing are done by power- 
ful steam tugs, fitted with winches for warp- 
ing. The river work of the drivers is not so 
easy and simple as you would imagine. There 
is nothing more perverse than a drive of 
fogs, collectively and individualiy. The logs 
seem most reluctant to proceed down-stream. 
Bach log obstinatély devotes all its energy 
to getting stranded or hung upon shoals or

Sometimes they do not escape, but ‘are 
killed or horribly injured by being crushed | 


between the logs. But nearly always, by. 
superb balancing, . the white-water man

a stone’s throw of some of the citizens’ houses’ 


the death rate of children should have been in 
past years high in this locality.”” Gome of the 
South Side garbage is dumped near railread 
tracks Forty-ninth street. ‘It is assert- 
ed, and ‘with some shew of truth, that this 
garbage thrown upon Forty-ninth stteet is 
composed largely of ashes, but the practice 
would not be tolerated for a moment in the 
Hyde Park district, and on principles of 
democracy, and even of fair and decent jus- 
tice, could not be tolerated anywhere.” 

The Stock-Yards districts is badly paved; 
most of it is of wood, in an execrable state of 
repair, and it absorbs considerable impurity. 
“ Many of the streets are for miles in rainy 
weather scarcely better than mudholes.” 
The sewer system is extremely imperfect and 
there are several streets whose only drain- 
ag is allowed by miry ditchesalong the walks. 

“The housing conditions of the two dis- 
tricts are so diverse in point of quality as 
to be at times alznost incomparable.

img ‘he mills of the Menominee River 
Lumber com at Marinette, 
sawed the last log to handled by that 
company and closed after half a century of 
service. The mill was largely the 
wroperty of Jesse Spalding of Chicago, and 
Was his iret mill and the one in which he laid 
the folmdation for his present large fortune. 
Tte close indicates the exhaustion of a tract 
Of 150,000 actee in northern Michigan, and 


the fact that no moore such timber fs to be 
found there. 

Half a century ago the pine forests of Wis- 
consin and Michigan were practically un- 
broken. When Mr. Spalding and others be- 
gan to locate‘on the Menominee River they 
had their choice of the finest pine woods on 
the continent. Mill followed mill on that 

er others were built at Sturgeon Bay, 
at Cedar River, at Ford River, and at scores 
of other points. To these were sent down 
stream ennually| millions of: logs, and mile 
alter mile of the timbér wasexhausted. Fire 
thinned out.a great deal, and now the great 
tract which Mr. Spalding controlled is bar- 
ren of pine. One hundred and forty thousand 
acres of hardwood remain, but this will be 
standing. 


Cut a Billion Feet of Lumber. 


In the half century of its existence the 
company has cut over a billion feet of lum- 
ber. It has had but one strike. Among the 
employés who were thrown out of work this 
week were some who had been with the com- 
pany more than forty years—one of them, 
Michael Corry, a veteran of forty-five years’ 
experience, who has patented more improve- 
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¢ Ments on sawmill machinery than any other 


man on the Menominee River. The closing 
of the mill was marked by the firing of dyna- 
mite cartridges and a display of flags. The 
site of the mill will be used for a manufac- 
turing. plant if arrangements can be made, 
and in this way it is hoped to prevent 
Marinette from feeling the loss of the lum- 
ber trade as it otherwise must. 

The passing of the lumber interests from 
northern Michigan and Wisconsin 4s ac- 
companied by an equal increase of such es- 


tablishments in the great hardwood forests 


of the Mississippi Valley. Along the big 
river, and.especially in the lowlands of 
Arkansas, are hundreds of miles of fine 
timber—oak of twenty-one varieties, red 
gum, cottonwood, hickory, and many other 
woods. 
| Red gum was for y despised and 
‘neglected, until now it hak n found to be 
a valuable wood that takes as fine a polish 
as mahogany, and it is, therefore, being 
used extensively for the manufacture of the 


*vyeneers of mahogany and cherry. Cotton- 


wood was considered entirely worthless, and 
was neglected because it will invariably 
warp when wet and then submitted to the 
sun’s rays. It is an excellent box wood, 
however, and useful for all places where in- 
side and sheltered. Consequently it is used 
for the sheathing of houses, inner floors, and 
similar situations. 


Chicago Invests in Arkansas. 
As @ redul t of these discoveries the cut- 


ting out of the Arkansas forests has begun — 


to take enormous proportions, and Chicago, 
always to the fore in lumbering, hassent the 
greater amount of the capital to carry on the 
work. | 

Southwest of Cairo one finds Chicago men 
and Chicago. enterprise wherever he goes 
in the big woods. Herman Paepcke of this 
city and the Chicago Mill and Lumber com- 
pany, of which he is President, have estab- 
lished several large lumber camps and mills, 
bullt logging railways, and are cutting 
millions of feét of timber every year. 

At Luxora, Ark., not far from one plant 
of the Chicago Mill and Lumber company, 
A. 8. Wolverton of Chicago has a camp, 
mill, and railway, and is loading his product 
on barges for shipment to Cairo and Chicago 
—and even to Pittsburg—at the rate of 75,000 
feet a day. He has 24,000 acres of hardwood 
to clear in this way. 

At Paragould, about thirty-five miles from 
Luxora, in the St. Francis Valley, the Ar- 
mour womeray has established a mill and 


© 
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box factory and are making all the boxes 
for their provisions. Within five miles ofthe 
Wolverton plant there are thirteen large 
mills, many of them run by Chicago capital. 
Besides the logs cut here millions of feet 
are rafted annually to Wolf River, Memphis, - 
which is now the largest producing hardwood 
lumber market in the world, and which sawed 
so much lumber last year that 35,000 freight 
cars were needed to carry it away. 


Future Center for Lumber. 


*** This is the coming lumber region of the 
country," said Mr. F. L. Wolverton one day 
last week, standing on the levee near the 
terminus of his bogging railroad and watch- 
ing the operation of a boat-loading machine. 
The statidard gauge railway terminated on 
the brink of the river bank, forty feet above 
the water, which was then low. At high 
water the river rises to the end of the ties 
or even overflows the extreme mile or so of 
the railway. A car loaded with boards 
stood on the track where the tiny locomotive 
ha@ left it, and two men were lifting boards, 
one at a time, on to a pair of endless chains 
which ran over wheels some distance higher 
up. As the boards were discharged from the 
chains at the summit they were turned by a 
trigger, alternating into two chutes, which 
led to the opposite ends of a barge on the 
river below. There mencaught them and dis- 
tributed them about the rapidly growing pile 
on deck. A team of mules @rivem round ina 
circle by an old plantation darky completed 
the outfit and furnished the motive power. 


The work done could not have been accom- 
plished by less than a score of men. . 


Rapid Development of Field. 


“The development of this field has been 


marvelous and will be even more so,” con- 
tinued Mr. Wolverton. _‘* With the clearing 
off of the pine forests the Chicago men who 
have been interested th the great lumber 
mills up there are turning to the Mississippi 
Valley. :The lumber must be had and the 
capital kept employed. 


“They find here a great forest which ex- _ 


tends for hundreds of miles. . It is on level 
ground, accessible to several! rivers and 
bayous, easily cut, and easily sawed.~ It is 
on the Mississippi, and has access by water 
to the whole heart of the continent. Wecan 
reach from here Memphis, New Orleans, 
Cairo, St. Louis, St. Paul, Pittsburg, Cin- 


cinnati, and when the new canal fs finished — a 


Chicago—which we now ship to by rail. 
“Instead of pine woods, which are Hable 
“to be entirely destroyed by fire, we have 
non-resinous wood, which, if the fire runs 
through it, is benefitted, since nothing burns 
but the dead leaves and dry brush. We have 
woods that are good for the finest furniture 
and for every use that wood can be put to, 
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“Chicago capital is working wonders in ~ | 
the Mississippi Valley. It needs Chicago 6n- - 4 
terprise and’ Chicago tmgenuity to help it, .) 
along. There is room here for many to work,’ 
and I expect,that as the Marinette mills close 
up the rerffaining millmen will follow our 
lead and seek new fields of industry in the 
hardwood forests.” 

The Arkansas forests are not only full of» 
lumber, but of deer and other game as well. . 
Foxes, wolves, black bear, rabbite, ‘coors, 
possum, and wild turkeys are found in great 
number, and the hunters are seeking the St. 
Francis Basin as eagerly as the lumbermen.

'r would be hard to find in the whole his- 
tory of Africam exploration a story of 
more hardship and suffering than that 
teld by Major H. H. -Austin of the Brit- 
ish army, who has just arrived in Lon- 

fon from the Hast African coast. Last De- 
cember fifty-nine men set out under the 
command of the Major from Omdurman to 
survey the line of demarcation between 
Abyssinia and the “ British sphere of influ- 
ence” in that part of Africa. Last June 
fourteen haggard, wayworn, and nearly 


. starved men reached a little Portuguese set- 


tlement on the east coast. They were ali that 
had survived of the expedition which set 
out from Omd@urman with a fine equipment 
and high hopes of a speedy to the 
sea coast. 

Major Austin took with him as second in 
command Major R. G. T. Bright‘of the Sec- 
ond Rifle Brigade. Dr. J. Garner of Dublin, 
who happened to be in Omdurman when the 
expedition started, volunteered to go along 
as the medical officer of the party, and his 
offer was accepted, The soldiers which Major 
Austin took. with him were black troops be- 
longing te the Tenth Soudanese Battalion, a 
native regiment with a good record for 
steadiness under fire and for endurance in 
tropical campaigns. | 

Sickened by Miasmatic Swamps. 

The trouble began as soon as they got in 
the region of the Abyssinian frontier. There 
the swamps were encountered. For miles 
and miles these great morasses extended, 
utterly impassable and rank with the vegeta- 


tion of the tropics. Getting around these - 


swamps added an unexpected length to the 
journey; and food began to get scarce. The 
region of the swamps was almost entirely 
devoid of population. Now and then at long 
intervals a fleeing native could .be seen, but 
no villages were encountered. he land 
seemed dead and deserted. The members of 
the expedition hoped that farther on they 
would come upon friendly natives from whom 


they could get supplies of food. But in this 


hope they were doomed to disappointment, 
for the country beyond thé swamp lands 
proved as inhospitable as the one through 
which the expedition struggied. 3 

When they had got around the swamps 
they entered the Boma country, a region 
where a white face seldom had been seen 


_ before. The Bomas had heard of white men,

So when the expedition approached 
a village the natives fied. In village after 
village it was the same story—as soon as a 
white facé was seen approaching the in- 
habitants took to the woods.

Weakened by Thirst. 


For a whole month water was’almost an 
unknown quantity. Even the Soudanese 
troops, accustomed as they are to the coun- 
try and to undergoing its many hardships 
and privations, began to falter and fall upon 
the plain, where the tropic heat took the life 
out of the men their leaders. 

It finally became a matter of life and death 
for both men and beasts that water should 
be reached. So Major Austin shaped his 
course for the little River Sacchi, to the west- 
ward of the Omo River. As the pack ani- 
mals fell down and died upon the weary way 
they were carved up and eaten, their blood 
serving as a substitute for water to a cer- 
tain extent for the thirst-maddened men. 
Theriver for which Major Austin was head- 
ing across the desert is a small stream which 
flows from Somaliland. 


When the men of the expedition finally saw | 


shining in the distance the waters of the 
river, which was to them a veritable river of 
life, they were in a pitiable condition. Their 
parched throats could scarcely make the 
sounds which they intended for cheers at the 
sight of the blessed water, and man and 
beast rushed for the stream to throw them- 
selves into it and take long and deep drafts. 

On the banks of the river was found arelic 
of a former expedition which had come to 
grief in that region. It was a silk handker- 
chief which had belonged to the Italian ex- 
plorer Bottego, who some years ago was mur- 
dered with nearly all his men near the place 
where Major Austin picked up the memento. 


Weakened by Hardships. 


From the Sacchi River the expedition start- 
ed out across country for Lake Rudolph, 
which lies in that part of Somaliland that is 
claimed by both Emperor Menelik and 
British, The members of the surveying 
party had been for some time on half ra- 
tions, and every day they were more and 
more enfeebled by their deprivations and 
hardships. Nearly six months had passed 
since the party under Major Austin had set 
out from Omdurman. Disease and hardships 
were beginning to make havoc in the ranks 
of the expedition, and when in May they 
finally came m sight of the shores of Lake 
Rudolph nearly every one of them was in a 
state of almost helpless prostration. 

The pack animals had all been slaughtered 
for food, and it seemed as if starvation would 
be the portion of those who had not already 
succumbed to the hardships of the journey, 
as for ten weeks before.Lake Rudolph was 
reached the only food which the members of 
the expedition had was that which camé 
from pack animals. 

The second night they were encamped on 
‘the shores of the lake an attack was made 


upon them by a band of naked giants. These 
giants belong to the Turkhana race and 
are almost unknown to white men. In their 
first onslaught upon the camp they killed 
three of the Soudanese troops. The black 
giants were driven off with considerable loss 
to themselves, but next night they made a 
more determiried attack, which was repulsed 
with difficulty. The Soudanese soldiers be- 
haved with the utmost gallantry, in spite 
of their weak physical condition, and even 
made a counter attack upon theenemy. , But 
the number of giants kept increasing and 
their repeated attacks became more and more 
determined. They generally attacked at 
night, and their immense forms suddenly 
would be seen looming through the gloom by 
the tired sentries, while a shower of spears 
and arrows would sweep over the sleeping 
camp. 

Major. Austin determined to make a break 
for the seacoast,’ as to stay where he was 
meant she gradual killing off of his men. 
The party left their encampment under cover 
of night, but had been only a short time on 
their way when the fact that they were re- 
treating was discovered by the big black men, 
who put after them with savage yells and 
sent toward them flights of arrows as they 
tried to rush in and spear the exhausted men 
of the expedition. The Soudanese and their 
officers would make a stand now and then 
and drive bagk their assailants by volleys 
from their firearms. Had the natives had 
firearms not one of the expedition would 
have lived to tell the story of the march. 

For a month the flight and the pursuit con- 
tinued until the little band reached a Portu- 
guese settlement on a river near the coast. 
They were reduced by starvation, disease, 
and fighting from fifty-nine to fourteen when 
they came straggling into the village. As 
soon as the leaders of the expedition were 
strong enough they went on down the coast 


.and there took passage for England to report 


their story of trials and adventures. 


Austin Accomplishes Purpose. 

Throughout all his dangers and privations 
Major Austin kept in mind the object of his 
expedition, and it is believed that he has 
made an acurate survey of the boundaries of 
Abyssinia where they touch upon the British 
sphere of influence in central ca. 

The information which the daring young 


soldier is enabled to lay before his govern- 


ment will, it is expected, have an important 
bearing upon the question of how far 
Abyssinia extends to the west and south. 
Urged on by the French Emperor Menelik 
has hitherto laid claim to far more territory 
than the English have been disposed to coa- 
cede to him. 

With the data supplied by Austin as a 
basis it is believed that an agreement will 
soon be reached between the white King and 
the black Emperor.

| to make thie decomposition sudden and vio- 


lent while the water is confined In air tight 
steel shells, with the result that the Italian 
army is experimenting with water as a sort 
of smokeless powder for service rifles and 
projectiles. 


Talks Hole Through Plank. 


Thomas A. Edison's latest invention is a 
machine for talking a hole through a plank. 
This sounds like a joke, but it is nothing of 
the kind. The apparatus consists primarily 
of a diaphragm, a ratchet, and a toothed 
wheel. The operator talks into the dia- 
phragm, its vibrations cause the wheel to 
revolve, and by means of the familiar me- 
chanical contrivance called a-“‘ worm gear 
an auger is worked. By slightly altering the 
mechanism a saw can be substituted for the 
auger. This makes the proverbial expres- 
sion, “ to talk the hind leg off a donkey,” no 
longer a mere figure of speech. It can be 
done, 

At a private scientific exhibition held re- 
cently in London two miniature railway en- 
gines, fitted with tiny but powerful acety- 
lene lamps shaded with violet-colored glass, 
were shown approaching each other on the 
same track.

An “ electric lamp "” which requires no cur- 
rent and will burn forever has been discov- 
ered in “‘ radium,” an element which pos- 
sesses the remarkable property of being 
spontaneously luminous in the dark. It is 
not likely to come into general use, however, 
for its prime cost is enormous. It is obtained 
from the uranium minerals, a ton of which 
will yield about half an ounce of radium with 
the expenditure of six tons of chemicals and 
the use of fifty tons of water for washing. 
“Its luminescence does not arise from exida- 
tion, like that of phosphorus, but is due to a 
continuous emission of electrified particles, 
whose charge ig-enormous, but whose mass 
is sO small that the loss in weight would be 
less than a sixtieth of a grain in 100,000,000 
years. 

Sporting men are not usually credited with 
taking any great amount of interest in sci- 
entific inventions, but many of them have 
been greatly perturbed and excited, neverthe- 
less, over the introduction of the pendulum- 
chronoscope. This curiously named instru- 
ment is a device for measuring and recording 
the exact length of time it takes a boxer to 
deliver a blow, and it is averred that, by its 
aid, the result of a prize fight can be foretold 
with almost positive certainty. 

For years astronomers have been seeking 
to determine the quantity of solar heat re- 
flected by the moon’s disk, but with indiffer- 
ent results. Some three or four years ago, 
however, a marvelously delicate instrument 
called the thermopile was invented by Mr. 
Cc. V. Boys, the well-known scientist, by 
whose aid it has been found possible to ap- 
proximately solve the hitherto unsolvable 
problem. The quantity of heat which leaves 
the moon's surface must, of course, be con- 
siderable; but so large a proportion of it Is 
dissipated in space that it is estimated that if 
the entire quantity reaching the earth in 
twenty-four hours could be utilized for the 
production of steam it would be insufficient 
to drive an ordinary locomotive engine from 
London to York. 


. Measuring Bees’ Tongues. 


A machine for accurately measuring the 
length of bees’ tongues does not strike the 
average individual as supplying any partic- 
ular want. But then the average individual 
does not keep bees. 

As a matter of fact, in the new apiculture, 
the length of the insects’ tongues is regarded 
as a matter of supreme im ce. The 
longer the tongue the grea is the bee's 
honey-getting capacity, and the new ap- 
paratus, the g meter, is to aid 
the aplarist, o, by judicious selection, 
seeks to develop a long-tongued race. 

It is simply a glass vessel partially filled 
with sirup, fitted with a lid containing nu- 
merous small perforations, and having a 
floating scale to show the height of the liquid 
when the bees just reach it through the 
holes. It is estimated that an ordinary bee 
can draw sweets from the depth of about a 
quarter of an inch, and that selection can 
increase its range a twenty-fifth of an inch.

Teahouse Customs Embarrassing. 

Shimonoseki ts a shopping place of consid- 
erable importance.

The Kaga Maru needed coal, and for this 
purpose anchored in the harbor at Moji. In 
less than thirty-six. hours its bunkers were 
prime full with 2,000 tons of this fuel. Soon 
after the anchor was thrown four barges 
heavily loaded with coal and propelled by 


sculling oars came up along the ship’s side

The barges were accompanied by @ 
small fleet of sampans carrying coolies, who 
were to do the work. Among the mass of 
people who boarded the barges and the 
steamer were a number of women. The work 
commenced immediately. A framework of 
poles supporting steps about four feet apart 
was constructed between each barge and 
the ship. Hundreds of baskets holding not 
more than half a bushel were distributed, and 
.the men and women took their places. It 
took twenty-two persons in each barge to 
handle the baskets from the barge to the 
dumping place. As soon as a basket was 
filled it passed from hand to hand until it 
was thrown empty to the place whence it 
came. The speed with which these baskets 
made their rounds was something remark- 
able. Almost as quick as one can count they 
were whirled from one person to another. 
The handling of so much coal In such a short 
time by hand labor is typical of Japanese 
methods.. It is the large number of people 
in harmonious action that accomplishes tasks 
which astonish the Westerners. It is the bee- 
hive of humanity that takes the place of 
expensive, complicated machinery here. The

_ Boy Soldiers Sing Well. 
The old castle (Oshiro), the most im-

the artisans of today, and within and around

‘Within the castle is a school for military 
cadets. About 200 boys from 10 to 18 years 
of age marched into the castle square at 
the time of our visit. They were in charge 
of a number of officers, who had given them 
the routine morning drill. They were all in 
uniform, and a cheerier, happier lot of boys 
it would be difficult to find. They gathered 
in front of the schoolhouse on the shady 
side of the building, and if one had not seen 
them but only heard them he would have 
supposed that there were over a thousan 
instead of 200 boys. 

After a rest of ten minutes they received 
their daily singing lesson. Little fellows not 
long from the backs of their mothers gave 
the command to fall in, and soon had the 
boys arranged in two lines which, on inepec- 
tion, would have satisfied the most punctil- 
ious reviewing officer.. Then appeared a cor- 
nist. He gave them the time to the song 
that was the lesson for the day. In one 
voice they all responded. Then came the 
singing, accompanied by the cornet. It was 
singing with a heart and a will. Two hun- 
dred voices from as many little throats rang 
out strong and clear together. It was many 
voices united in one, and in accord with the 
sweet, penetrating voice of the cornet. This 
singing in the outdoor air by these little 
soldiers even riveted me to the spot where 
I stood spellbound. It was an event in our 
Osaka visit I will never forget. Here were 
mere children being instructed in the science 
and art of warfare, the future defenders of 
the greatness of Japan, a scene and a dem- 
onstration exhibiting the progressiveness of 
his wonderful nation. 

Guan is an hour and a half distant from 
Kobe by rail. This is the Chicago of Japan, 
being the greatest commercial and manu- 
facturing center of the empire.

_A_ visit to Kyoto would. not be complete 
without witnessing a wrestling match.

This popular national 
amusement takes place in a circus tent near 
the center of the city with a seating capacity 
for over 1,000 persons. ‘The exhibition we 
witnessed occurred in the afternoon. The. 
building was crowded. .In the audience I 
moticed many wel! dressed ladies and chil- 
dren. The immense crowd was orderly. Tea, 
tobacco, sweets, and fced drinks were sold 
and found ready customers. The wrestlers 
were sitting on mats‘in a row near the ring. 
Their clothing was ‘limited to a breech cloth, 
thus freely exposing their well developed 
muscles to public view. , 

Two judges and a second for each wrestler 
referbed each match. The ring was in the 
center of the tent, elevated above the level 
of the floor. The wrestlers were formally 
introduced to the audience by a man wear- 
ing a much checkered gown and with a 
clarion voice. The wrestlers were splendid 
s imens- of physical development. Among 
them were several heavyweights with a 
surplus of fat, and it ts a noteworthy fact 
when matched against smaller men they in- 
variably came out ahead, not by throwing 
the antagonist, but by pushing him outside 
of the ring, which meant an equal defeat. 

In getting ready for the contest the 
wrestiers faced each: other, then crouched 
upon hands and feet with the heads close to- 
gether, and when the signal was given they 
— gt each other to test their strength 
simply. 

Trrigation Saves Much Land. 

‘We left Kyoto on Monday, Sept. 16, and ar- 
rived at Yokohama at 10:15 p. m. the same 
day. If it had not been for the interesting 
sceneries along the whole length of the road 
the journey would have been tedious, as the 
American expects faster time when he trav- 
els by rail. This.journey gave us an oppor- 


tunity to see much of farming and country : 


life. 

The road passes through a wide valley 
bounded on both sides by mountains except 
where. it encroaches closely upon the coast. 
Not far from Yokohama it follows the ocean 
for some distance. Numerous villages and 
several cities of size and importance are 
passed by the road.

- Thorough Utilization of Soil. 


A few small vineyards and peach orchards 
were seen on the way. Appleand pérsimmon 
trees are permitted to occupy small nooks 
and corners in front and between the houses 
of the many small villages we pas The 
farmers were all busy in the rice flelds, as 
harvest had commenced. Work in a rice 
marsh on a hot summer day is no sinecure,

F the census takers for 1890 had asked, 
“Do you Mke Scotch highballe?’ they 
would have been generally advised to get 
their heade examined: while last year 
they woul have received an enthusiastic 

affirmative from 75 per cent of those who 
confessed to drinking anything alcoholic. 
Whether the Scotch highball and golf had 
any effect upon each other in their simulta- 
neous rise to favor is not ascertainable, but 
certain it is that both pastimes were intro- 
duced into this country about half a dozen 
years ago, and have been growing in favor 
steadily ever since. At present the Scotch 
beverage is far more popular with those who 
rather dislike to be named sports than the 
Scotch sport is with those who insist upon 
their friends . calling them sportsmen. 
“ Sporting men” still drink champagne. 

Liquor vendors generally testify that a 
change inj the habit of the drinking public 
has been wrought by the highball. Cocktails, 
straight whisky, and beer have all lost 
ground tothe mixture, The Scotch highbell 
came first Into any considerable degree of 
popularity, but upon its warm welcome Bour- 
bon and rye highbalise were produced. They, 
too, were made to feel that&they satisfied 
what had hitherto been “ a nameless longing 
and a vague unrest’’ among drinking men. 
In some places the three varieties of high- 
balls rank about even in sales, while in other 
the Scotch is.an easy favorite. In few places 
does the Caledonian pride fall behind, when 
mixed with sparkling water. It is almost 
never drunk straight, however. Irish whisky 
is bad fourth, whatever be the form. 


Most Drinkers Like Scotch. 


The popularity of Scotch seems to extend 
through all classes of whisky drinkers in 
the city. It is no longer an aristocratic 
drink, and is downed with as true relish by 
those who have neither money, time, nor de- 
sire for golf as by the Scotch professionals 
who steer gouty millionaires around the 
links at so much per minute. 

. Jack Fitzgerald, night bartender at Keane’s 
saloon, Lake and State streets, caters to 
mem who work at night, such as telegraph 
operators, newspaper men, hotel men, and 
actors. “I am. selling highbalis now,” he 
says. “ Scotch and rye are about even, with 
bourbon coming up in the stretch fast. She 
Jooks like she may pass the wire a winner 
yet. Cocktails are falling off, except in the 
morning, when a fellow comes in to brace 
up—about 5, 6, 7, or 8 o’clock. Those fellows 
aren’t in here steady, you know, but just 
when they felt badly in the morning, about 
once a week. Beer has fallen off a lot, es- 
pecially draft.- We sell bottled almost alto- 
gether, now. If I was to drink anything 
myself, I'd take Scotch, but I never drink 
behind the bar.’ 

Rector’s testifies of the onset of the Scotch 
and also of still wines. Nowhere else in town 
was the growing popularity of still wine 
noticed to any such degree as at Rector’s. 
Dell Johnston, the head barkeeper, says 
that people feel they can spend as much 
money on Moselle Rhine wines as on cham- 
pagne, and that it does not cause them a 
headache next day. 

‘*T have two saloons within 200 feet of each 
other,” says Alderman Kenna, “and the 
calls in the two places are altogether. differ- 
ent.” The’ Alderman was standing in the 
saloon he owns at the corner of Clark and 
Van Buren streets. ‘‘Here we sell 75 per 
cent highbalis. I mever took one of the 
things in my life, and I wouldn’t; but that’s 
what the people who come here want, except 
colored people, who ask for gin—80 per cent 
of them.” 

“ Now come into my other place, just south 
of here, at 289 Clark.” Mr. Kenna led the 
way into a big saloon simply jammed with 
men drinking beer.out of enormous schoon- 
ers. Two rows were lined up at the long bar, 
one behind the other. “ Now these men,” 
he said, “‘ are all longshoremen and railroad 
workers. I don’t believe there is a vicious 
one among them, and I know most of them at 


don’t change here.’’ 4 
Styles at Mushmouth Johnson’s. 

At “Mushmouth” Johnson's saloon, 464 
State street, in the heart of ‘‘ whisky row,”’ 
the @rinks were ranked thus In the order of 
their popularity: Whisky, gin, beer. The 
place caters to both white men and negroes. 

Cc. Thompson Hammond, the bartender, 
says that most of the more intelligent col- 
ored men who formerly patronized the place 
have now moved away from Chicago to the 
Bast. The less intelligent negroes usually 
ask for gin, though, as a matter of statistics, 
those glorified in-ragtime as gin drinkers 
only, buy more whisky than gin. The aris- 
tocracy of colored Chicago, such as Pullman 
car porters, drink what. the white men do— 
namely: Scotch highbalis. 

The Union, 420 State, is a typical levee sa- 
loon. “ Whisky and. beer,” said the bar- 
tender, A. H. .Walker, ‘‘ according .to the 
weather. Yes, we had a start on highballs 
for the last couple of years, but they are 

ng dead now.” tae 
Svensson, manager of the Audito- 
rium bar, notices, first, the universal tend- 
ency towards Scotch highballs. “ Fancy 
drinks are going out,”’ he comments. ‘ Per- 
haps becauge/ people are getting more direct | 
in their ways of thinking. I can't say that 
I have seen any falling off in champagne— 


tle fancy drinks, such as pousse cafés, they 
are going. The only one who calls for a 
pousse café now is the young fellow, who is 
taking his girl out to dine, and who wants 
to make her think he knows a thing or two. 
Not one man in twenty-five drinks beer here, 
and not one in fifty drinks Scotch straight. 
It’s either American straight or Scotch high.”

: HEN it comes to a question of stren- 
uousness In public life, it has been 
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It was in ‘the spring of 1900 that friends 
began to consider that John Minwegen ought 
to make a good Alderman for the Twenty- 
_ first Ward. At the city election enough of 
"them thought so that he was elected by-a 
plurality of 928 votes. 

With his qualifying for office Alderman 
John ‘Minwegen began to make all Chicago 
open its eyes at the service which he read into 
the duties of a Chicago Alderman. Instead 
of sitting back In order that his constituents 
might come to him, the new Alderman began 
to go out among his constituents. He looked 
up the holes in streets into which a horse 
and wagon were likely to’ be swallowed, and 
he not only had them repaired, but he saw to 
it that they were repaired in a way not all 
in keeping with the slovenly fashion so much 
in vogue in street work. If the boards ina 
sidewalk around the corner became loosened 
or broken, the Alderman, instead of promis- 
ing to notify some department head in the 
City Hall, took hammer and nails and re- 
paired the break on the spot. When the 
spring freshets came upon the snow the 
Alderman, in a buggy, with pick and hoe, 
opened catch basine to let the surface floods 
out of the streets. 

To look after city work just as he would 
have looked after wurk that he had con- 
tracted.for, has been the purpose of Aider- 
man Minwegén; And‘he does it. When he 
was elected to'office his ward was crossed 
in every direction by, wooden sidewalks. 
By making personal dppeals to property- 
owners he has caused more cement walks 
to be laid in his district in two years than 
had. been laid. in it for.years before. Ifa 
bit/ of street paving is going down in the 
ward the contractor knows that Alderman 
Minwegen will be over for a look:at it be- 
fore it is leveled off. It was he who blocked 
the purpose of certain Councilmen to give 
to the Northwestern railway a portion of 
Franklin street, which the company after- 
ward paid $25,000 for. His minority report, 
too, saved a section of the North Branch of 
the river from projected encroachments of 
a North Sidé manufactory. - 

Alderman Minwegen does not believe that 
the city is paying for such services as he has 
rendered. Were. it not that he has retired 
from active business he could not afford the 
time that he» has given to the city in thig 
active capacity. 

“The salary paid an Alderman, whether it 
be big or little, will never make him honest,” 
says Alderman Minwegen. ‘“‘ For ithe city 
to have a business administration, it needs 
to have business-men in its Council who are 
paid on a. business basis, making it an object 
for them to stir themselves in the city’s in- 
terest. Such men can be. got, wat not for 
$1,500 a year.” 

So far Alderman Minwegen has ot wearied 
in well-doing., If his ward is satisfied with 
his efforts and wishes to return him to the 
work for another terms, he is willing to 
serve. . Otherwise, says he is quite will- 
ing to stay at home and play with the babies. 

Mr. Minwegen-was married on Nov. 14, 
1882 to Miss Sophie Roskopf. They have 
seven children.~ For fifteen years the family 
home has been at 8&4 Walton place. 

‘Mr.. Minwegen is a member of the Royal 
Arcanum and of'the Catholic Order of For- 
esters. Technically he is a member of the 
Carter Harrison wing of the Cook County 
Democracy, but as an Alderman he says he 
has been trying to represent simply a ward. 
The Alderman has an office in the basement 
of his house and he is at home to all callers, 
irrespective of party affiliations. .
